The General Government has cleared,

up to this time, over $188,000 by deduc

tions on account of mutilated currency.

That is to say, it has swindled the people

out of that much. The Government
issues its notes, and then if they come

back with only a small piece torn off, it
will not be taken at its face value. That
is the way the "best government" treats

its "subjects."

Col. W. W. Vauqhan, of Haywood,
was nominated by the convention at

THE RADICAL CANDIDATE I'OU
Gorcuxon.

The dnitons honor of being the standard--

bearer of the Radical party in the
contest for Governor, was conferred upon
tho Hon. Wm. H. Wisener yesterday.
Mr. Wisener is not unknown to the peo
pie of Tennessee. Ho was a member of
the Legislature that adopted the ordinance
of secession, and at a meeting of that
body on the 18th of June, 1861, on
motion to print two thousand copies of
the Governor's message, Mr. Wisener is

thus reported by the Nashville Banner:
"Mr. Wisener, pending the question,

defined his position. He had opposed se
cession until the State had assumed the
attitude of revolution. His position Lad
a.ways been that the fate of the State,
whatever it might be, would be his fate.
lie bad tendered his resignation as a
member of the House, but the Governor
had declined to accept it. He was here
now to acquiese in the voice of the peo
pie, and to vote lor such measures as
would promote the interest of the State
in her present attitude, as cheerfully as
any member on the floor. Applause."

During the session that convened on the
18th of June, 1861, after the State had
been voted out of the Union, 3Ir. Wise-

ner voted for a bill to authorize the Gov
ernor to issue treasury notes "to the
amount of three millions of dollars, in
whole or in part, in lieu of three millions
of bonds authorized to be issued by an
act passed Cth May, 1861, to raise, or
ganize and equip a provisional force.

See House Journal, page 144. These
treasury notes were to be received in pay
ment of all dues to the Stato or to the
Bank of Tennessee, and to bo paid out by
that bank tho same as gold or bank paper,
and the faith of the State wa3 pledged for
their final redemption. He also voted for
a bill (see House Journal page 141(

containing this provision:

"That the County Courts of this State
are empowered to assess and collect a tax
on property and privileges m their re-

spective counties, to provide a fund for
the relief and support of the families of
volunteers whilst in actual service,
whether in service within, or whether be-

yond the limits of the State."
He also voted for a bill to repeal all

laws requiring practicing attorneys, mem-

bers of the Legislature and other public
officers of the State, or any county in the
State, to swear to support the Constitu
tion of the United States; to repeal all 1

laws requiring as a qualiticatijn to hold J
office that a person shall be a citizen of
the United States ; and to repeal all laws
directing and authorizing the election of
members of the United States Congress.

He also voted for a bill authorizing the
banks in this State "to receive and pay
out the treasury notes of the Confederate
States of America;" to authorize all offi-

cers to receive "said treasury notes in
payment of money due the State aad the
several counties thereof;" to authorize the
banks to increase their circulation; to

forbid the payment of dividends by banks

"to stockholders who are citizens of the
States of the United

Suites ""this prohibition to continue

during the existence of tho war which tho
Federal Government of said States of
America is waging against the Confede-

rate States of America;" to forbid the pay-

ment of interest ou bonds held "by clti.
zens of the States of the
United States;" and to forbid the "citizens
or corporations of the State to psy.dcbts

which they may owe to corporations or

citizens of the States of

tho popular vote an ordinance for tho
adoption or rejection of the perma-

nent Constitution of the Confederate

There are several million dollars of the
loan and lapsed funds out of which, as
we are told by the Secretary of the Trea-

sury in his communication of Juno 1, to
Mr. Beck, large expenditures are made,

which do not appear in the estimates or
appropriations. There are ?lso to be ad
ded the several million dollars received
during the year for government property,
widen is also expended without appearing
in the estimates, or appropriations. We
believe that no officer of tho government
claims that of the vast sums received there
will be an unexpended balance of over
eight millions. The probabilities arc
that this amount will be taken up by ad
ditional deficiency bills.

From the figures given above, it will be
seen that the expenditures of this one
year of Gen. Grant's administration
amounts to at four hundred millions
of dollar. Deduct fromthis the amount
for pensions, Indians and interest on the
public debt, $158,440,478, and we still
have $241,5X9,522 of expenditures of
tho Government. The balance of the
$513,645,637.80, which was received by
the lulministration, over and above the
$400,000000, expended a3 stated abov,

must be accounted for by the administra
tion, if it can do so.

Wo think we have established, what
was asserted in a previous article, that
the sum expended during the year of
Gen. Grant's administration, ending on
the SOth June, 1870, after making full
deductions for pensions, interest on pub
lie debt, and Indians, exceeds by nearly
$70,000,000 the entire expenditures of
the government from Uw adoption of
the Federal Constitution to the clone

of the last British war. The expendi
tures for that period of twenty-fiv- e years,
including the war with Great BritaiD,
were only $172,000,000. We append for
the instruction of the people who furnish
to the Government tnese enormous sums

Wc should
like to have an expression of opinion on
the subject from the Nashville Banner,
Union and American, Gallatin Exa
miner, Springfield Record and Franklin
Kcvicw, at once.

The time and place suggested by the
Herald are entirely satisfactory so far
as we arc advised. We presume that the
State Executive Committee will be an-

nounced in a few days, and then the
members of that Committee from their
District will mako a formal call for a
Congressional Convention.
